The charges arose out of an alleged 
attack on Dr. Franklin at the Mon­ 
terey Hotel in Hancock on October 
IR, 
following a conference between 
Raymond Funkhouser and his attor-1 
ney and Dr. Franklin and his attor­ 
ney regarding certain remarks alleged 
to have been made by the physician 
concerning his wife’s conduct. 
* 
Allude To Flurrtming Party 
The verdict was pronounced by As­ 
sociate Judge F rank G. W agam an, of 
the Fourth Judicial Circuit, who pre­ 
sided at the trial, a fte r the regular 
afternoon session of the court had 
been extended nearly two hours in 
order to conclude the case. 
A filled 
court room waited anxiously during 
the day for mention of the Havana

charged
